PERFECT MECHANISM. 


[New York Times.] 


The conditions of what may be called 


perfect mechanical work have been real- 
ized in the mammoth testing machine 
erected at the 
Watertown 
Arsenal. 


Among the astonishing experiments re- 


-. ported of this machine is one whye a 


forged link of hard wrought iron five 
inches in diameter was slowly strained 
and broken at a tension of .722,800 
'pounds, while to show that the weighing 
parts of the machine were not disturbed 
by the recoil, a. horse hair was tested 
immediately afterward.' It stretched 30 
per cent, and broke at one pound. Such 
a machine is an engine of power and 
precision in which lies the possibilities 
of a revolution • in the manufacture of 
iron and steel and bronze, and in the 
proportioning and adaption of structures. 
' Perhaps the only equal to this wonder- 


ful invention is Sir Joseph Whitworth's 
millionth measuring machine. 
Now, it 


is absolutely impossible for the naked 
eye to judge the millionth part" of an 
inch, and such minnta divisions are 
•wholly beyond the resolving power of 
the most modern of microscopic appli- 
ances. Nor can the mind grasp a quan- 
tity so minute. 
The thickness of a 


sheet of ordinary French writing paper 
is equal to 4,QUO ;of these particles of. 
measurement, or the two hundred and 
fiftieth of an inch. 
But what the eye 


cannot see the nerves can fell, and that 
quite readily. One can take a cylinder 
and pass it through a space left vacant 
in one of these Whitworth machines. It 
passes readily, but reduces tHe Aperture 
by thtifinillionth of an inch. 
If the 


space be reduced another millionth, the 
cylinder sticks fast, thus proving perfect 
accuracy of workmanship. 


GIBBON~~ON~GUNS. 


[From the Chicago Times.) 


Gen. Gibbon has had about as much 


experience in Indian-fighting as any offi- 
cer in the army, and his advice as to the 
arms that should be used to fight Indians 
•with ought to be heeded. He says in 
the April number of the new quarterly, 
the United Service, that the small arms 
at present in use are defective in Indian 
fighting because they are not accurately 
sighted nor suitably triggered. 
The 


first thing to be done is to ease the trig- 
ger. 
"No man," he says, "can shoot 


accurately a rifle which requires a seven- 
pound weight to be brought to bear upon 
the trigger," and yet that is the measure 
of the force required to fire off an army 
rifle. .The .Indians and frontiersmen 
and all the sharp-shooters, atCreedmoor 
and elsewhere, have hair triggers in 
their guns. They also have their front- 
Bight filed down and their hind-sight re- 
placed by what we know as the "buck- 
horn" sight. 
This enables them to 


draw a "tine sight," and,- with a hair- 
trigger, they can, after a little practice, 
Bend a ball home nearly every time. 
"What these classes have found by expe- 
rience to be useful improvements ought 
to be provided for the soldiers at once. 
Many valuable lives might be saved 
thereby. It does appear, however, that 
the soldiers got "tine" enough sights on 
the last lot of miserable Cheyennes they 
they happened to corral.

WOOD'S SINKING FUND. 


The New York Herald commends to 


the favorable consideration of the conn- 
try the bill introduced by Mr. Fernando 
Wood, chairman of the Committee on 
Ways and Means, for the establishment 
of a sinking fund for the national debt 
deserves notice. The purport of this 
bill is that Congres shall make a stated 
annual appropriation of one hundred 
million dollars per annum for paying 
the interest and extinguishing the prin- 
cipal of the national debt. The Herald 
says: 


Considering that but a very few 


years ago it required an annual ap- 
propriation of one hundred and twenty- 
five millions for the mere payment of 
interest, a hundred millions per annum 
for interest and a sinking fund should 
not be regarded as a very heavy burden. 
The large reduction of the interest ac- 
count by Secretary Sherman's brilliant 
refunding operations would leave a 
handsome surplus for a sinking fund 
out of an annual appropriation of a 
hundred millions for the public debt. 
The recent refunding operations will re- 
duce the annual interest charge to about 
eighty millions per annum, which would 
leave an annual contribution of twenty 
millions for the sinking fend. Such a 
sinking fund, with the interest which 
would accumulate upon it, would extin- 
guish the national debt with a moderate 
period without any taxation which 
would be felt by the country as burden- 
some.

FIBST PATCH AT MORTON'S. 


The dreadful scourge of Sierra Valley 


is about to take hold of the Truckee 
Meadows and devastate the richest sec- 
tion of farming laud in Nevada. Mr. 
R. E. Boss, of Long Valley, reports 
that he saw a patch on Morton's ranch 
yesterday. Morton's place is near the 
State Fair grounds. Whether these are 
the advance guard of the main army, or 
a few stragglers, -we are not prepared to 
say. But the very fact that there are 
any at all in this section is cause for 
alarm, and our farmers should prepare 
to receive the critters and kill them. 


NO DANGER TO I'EAB. 


This section has once been visited by 


hoppers, and that was in 1862. They 
were hatched oat at Boynton's slough, 
and were between the size of a grain of 
rice and a blue fly. There were mil- 
lions of them, and remained here about 
six weeks; then flew south; returned in 
three weeks, went north, and hive nev- 
er been heard of since. Geo. Alt, one 
of the oldest farmers, tells us they 
were so thick here that time as could 
possible be; they eat off everything on 
dry laud, but did but little d image com- 
paratively, as most of the ranches had 
plenty of watsr on them, and whenever 
there was water the grasshoppers passed 
by. Mr. AH says he has no fear of 
much damage being done to our farm- 
ers. They do no harm before they fly, 
and as they don't fly till about August, 
our crops would not suffer. 
Then 


again we have plenty of water, and il 
would be an easy matter to flood thorn 
out.
